Interven- 
tion and Aggression in SVN", etc..- Item # 10 
contains transcription of sample letters to 
"dearest wife" and relatives in the United States 
by captured US personnel. Examples of mottos and 
leaflets in English are also recorded. Item #11 
contains a list of English military terminology,

moment, rice substitutes should be used by every 
combat unit and agency in accordance with this 
supply procedure: one part of husked rice with on© 
part of assorted cereals . or one pert of assorted 
cereals with two parts of ; husked rice should be 
issued. Concerning the issue of rations, three 
kilograms of manioc, or .gweet potatoes or five cans 
of corn are equivalent to one kg of husked rice. 
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
